Mr. Gladstone writes thus on the sub- 


ject of pork chops in Nineteenth Cen- 
tury: Although the question respecting 
the keeping of swine and the useof pork 
is by no means disposed of, either by the 
authorities quoted in the text or by Wil- 
kinson, 1 venture at this stage to offer 
the following conjectures as somewhat 
probable in themselves and not inconsis- 
tent with the evidence as a whole: 1. 
That in the warm climates of Egypt and 
Phoenicia the use of pork was, on sani- 
tary grounds, repressed by prohibitions 
or restricted to particular occasions. 2. 
That the great thrift resulting from the 
rearing and consumption of the animal 
may have kept the practice extensively 
alive, notwithstanding restrictive laws, 
especially among the classes to whom 
thrift was an important object.

The Japan Quince. 


Japan, or scarlet flowering quince, is 


too well known to need description or 
recommendation, but it might be often 
used more effectively than it is. It is 
easily propagated by cutting of the 
roots, by offshoots or layering, and 
if any one who may have a use for 
the plants will bend down the outer 
branches of a bush, and bury a portion 
of the stem with earth, he will, in two 
years' time, have a lot of plants with 
which can be made a very ornamental 
hedge. There are many places where a 
short hedge of two or three rods is more 
tasty and beautiful than a fence, and 
the cyctofna japonica makes an efficient 
substitute, as the thorns will turn stock. 
For massing in large groups this plant 
is excellent, its scarlet bloom and glossy 
foliage being showy and beautiful. Its 
singular, unshapely fruit, borne- on ma- 
ture bushes, is not poisonous, as some 
imagine, nor is it of much value.—En- 
senada Lower California!!. 


Dainties of tho Primeval Land, 


Snakes, lizards, grasshoppers, tree- 


grubs, the larvae of beetles, brush tur- 
key's eggs, wild honey—in fact, the 
scrub is full of food when you know how 
to get it. The best part of a snake is the 
liver, which is over a foot long in the 
big snakes. By the way, the natives 
never eat food that is not cooked. A 
snake's liver is decidedly good, and has a 
gamey flavor. Lizard's flesh is like 
chicken. The beetle larvae are popped 
into the fire and eaten with wild honey; 
they taste like an omelette. Grasshop- 
pers grilled are also capital eating, with 
a nice, nutty flavor.—Greenland Explor- 
er's Diary. 


Protecting Her Grapes. 


Although Russia does not rank among 


the great grape growing countries of 
Europe, nevertheless fear has been 
aroused by the ravages of phylloxera in 
other sections, and the government has 
taken the matter in hand. A ukase has 
recently been issued prohibiting the im- 
portation of plants of any kind unless 
accompanied by a certificate that they 
are free from phylloxera. The penalty for 
any violation of the edict is of the usual 
Russian severity, and will undoubtedly 
act as a deterrent to the introduction of 
the disease.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


For painting walls or other objects ex- 


posed to damp, a composition of very 
fine iron filings and linseed oil var- 
nish is said to be much used in Ger- 
many; and, When the object to be paint- 
ed is to undergo frequent changes of 
temperature, linseed oil and amber var- 
nish are added to the first two coats. 
This paint may be applied to wood, stone 
or iron; in the case of the latter, itia 
not necessary to free it first from rust or 
oily matters. 


Per Cent. Are Found to Be Unfit for the 
Responsible Places. 
"What color is that5" 
The speaker was Dr. B. F. Clark, phy- 


sician of the C., H. and D, railroad. 


A tall, gangle legged man stood before 


a table on which were piled in great 
confusion several hundred skeins of dif- 
ferent colored worsteds. They were of 
every shade and hue, from pea green to 
Mazarin blue, from solferino red to 
purple, gray, cherry and brown. 


The doctor continued: "The object of 


this test is to select the light and dark 
shades. Now, I'll go on and select them 
first," and the doctor put all the light 
aitd dark shades running from pea green 
to dark green in a little pile by them- 
eelves. 


The man watched him closely, and the 


greens were all thrown back into the 
heap, and the man began. 


"Don't let your hand run over the 


worsted, but let your eye do the work," 
said the doctor, as the man began fumb- 
ling over the pile. 


The man put gray and light yellow 


and brown together. 


"That'll do," said the doctor. 
'That man is not fit for an engineer, 


fireman, brakeman, switchman, con- 
ductor, or, in fact, any one who has use 
for signals. He is color-blind. That test 
alone is sufficient for any railroad, army 
or navy. 


HIS PECULIAR WEAKNESS. 


"Now to determine what this man's 


chromatic defect is we select a pink 
skein. 


"If he is red blind he will pick out blues 


or violets, or both. If he should be green 
blind he will select grays and greens or 
blue greens. Sometimes, to verify the 
two previous tests, we lay out the red 
skein, and the party selects browns or 
greens in their different shades." 


"What percentage do you find, of all 


those examined, to be color blind?" 


"About 4 per cent, are color blind. 


That is one out of every twenty-five in- 
dividuals. There are more red blind than 
any other color." 


"It is often asked why we don't ex- 


amine the men by the lamps. It is one 
of the most difficult things to stain the 
glass regularly. 
When the glass is 


blown it cannot be made all the same 
color. Then, if the glass is thicker the 
color will be darker. Again, sometimes 
tho wick is turned higher, and then the 
light has a greater luminosity, while the 
other is a very dull light. There may be 
dust or steam over the glass, and the 
light will be darker. A dirty white flag 
to one color blind would be taken for a 
green flag, which means safety. They 
would tako a dirty dark green for red, 
which means danger. This would lead 
io endless confusion." 


"Do you believe this to be a congenital 


defect?" 


"Yes; but it may also arise from dis- 


ease, injuries and the excessive use of 
tobacco and alcohol. In one family 1 
know of four who are color blind, two 
brothers and two sisters; in another 
family an uncle and a nephew." 


"Do you examine for anything else?" 
"Oh, yes. It is just as important to 


examine for vision and hearing as it is 
for color blindness. In order to make the 
test for vision this is the programme: A 
test plate containing letters that can be 
seen at 200 feet and twenty feet, twenty 
feet being tho normal eye, Is placed at 
one end of tho room. 


The room is darkened. The patient 


placed twenty feet distant, and then is 
requested to cover one eye while the 
other is being examined. If he sees what 
we call twenty twentieths—that is, the 
letters representing twenty feet—he has 
normal vision. Both eyes are put to this 
test—first the right, then the left. If he 
has a vision in both eyes of twenty 
fiftieths minus—that is to say, if he can't 
see at twenty feet what he ought to see 
at fifty—he is rejected, provided glasses 
don't improve the vision. If a man can't 
see that big B, the large letter, which he 
ought to see at 800, at twenty feet will 
only one eye, then he has practically omy 
one eye, and there have been several ex 
amined who never kuew that they coulc 
not see out of only one eye." 


TESTING FOR HEARING. 


"How do you test for hearing?" 
"With my watch. The man is requir 


ed to cover up his eyes and I place my 
watch to his car, gradually removing i 
away until tho exact distance that hi 
can hear tho ticking is known. He sayi 
'No' when he ceases to hear it. Now 
two-thirds of all the engineers are han 
of hearing, or, better, defective in th 
right ear, which is due to their leaninj 
out of the cab window, coming in con 
stant contact with tho wind; that is t 
say, the force of the wind coming in con 
stant contact •rfith the drum of the ear i 
becomes affected. The constant pressur 
on the dram of the ear has the effect o 
retracting it. It becomes concave. Th 
range of vision is also tested. This i 
done by placing a man twelve or eight 
een inches from a blackboard. He is re- 
quested to keep his eye directly on a 
chalk spot, which is on a level with th 
eye, the other eve being closed. He is 
directed to say 'Yes' the moment he see 
anything moving toward that spot from 
above, below, to the right and to the lef I 
This constitatcs his range of vision, 
he has any disease or injury to the ey 
we can always map out his range of vis- 
ion, as the range is usually contracted 
one of the four different directions. T 
illustrate, one man had a range of visio 
in the right eye, three inches to the lef' 
six inches above, eight inches to th 
right and ten inches below. Of course 
he was rejected, because he could not 
see an approaching train.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

The "Driver" Ant*. 


The most formidable of the insect pests 


that affect the dwellers of the West 
African coast is the "driver" ants. 
These insects move in vast armies of 
several millions, marching in a dense 
column two feet in width, at a uniform 
pace, and in a straight line. 


If a native hut lies in their path, and 


tho inmates fail to prevent the ants from 
jaining the threshold, the hut must be 
vacated till the long line has passed 
through and consumed everything eata- 
ble within the building. 


The author of "Ghmpsesof Feverland" 


says that the only thing -which will stop 
the "drivers" is a large fire directly in 
their line of march. A native, when he 
discovers in time that the ants are march- 
ing towards his hut, kindles a fire in 
front of the advancing column. It turns 
neither to the right nor to the left, but 
plunges into the flames, for every ant 
seems impelled to go forward, no matter 
at what cost. 


After the "drivers'" have walked into 


the fire for an hour or two, and several 
hundred thousand have been consumpd, 
their sturdy stoicism weakens. They 
deflect their line to the extent of a few 
feet, and, passing the fire, set out on a 
fresh path of destruction, which leads 
them clear of the hut they had threat- 
ened.—Youths' Companion.

Danger In Turning Gu Txnv. 


In spite of the fact that these are days 


of popular enlightenment, the newspa- 
pers are not unf requently called upon to 
chronicle a case where persons have been 
asphyxiated through ignorantly Mowing 
out the gas instead of turning it off. 


Little attention, however, has been 


drawn to a danger not as great, but more 
common. This consists in the habit 
many persons have of allowing one 
bracket to burn dimly all night long 
while they are asleep. If the gas is to 
be kept burning at all, it should for 
safety's sake be kept blazing fairly high; 
for when the flame is reduced to the 
faint blue spark the least diminution in 
pressure at the works will cnuse this to 
go out, and when the pressure is re- 
newed the gas, of course, escapes stead- 
ily into the room, to the possible injury 
of all its inmates.

Samuel Collier, at Tuooma, i,nd the hitter 
gentleman tas been reqnested to confer 
with the Governors of California, Washing- 
ton, Oregon nnd Nevada, with the inten- 
tion of miking the trip of the Pan-Aiaen- 
cans exclusively a Pacific Coast matter, 
and recommending that a grand conference 
of all the commercial orcanizatious of the 
Coast be held at San Francisco.

Of the Town of Beno, Washoa 


County, Nevada 


An Ordinance Regulating the Storage of 


Petroleum or the Refined Products 
of Petroleum.

HE BOAUD OP COUNTS' COMMISSIONERS 
of Washoe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. That It shall be unlawful for any 


persoti,0im or corporation to stoie or permit the 
storage of, or keep tor gale within the limits of 
tbe town of Beno, in any one building, In a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum, ciccjit tbe 
same bo kept In metal cans or Iron tanks, anil 
stored In a building or warehouse constru tci as 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for the storage ot such substance and none other, 


SEO. 2. That any building or wsreeouse to be 
used for the purposes aforesaid shall be built of 
stone or brick or both combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof and metal 
covered doors, so aa to be pnctlcaVly fire-proof 
Tint no such building or warehouse shall be 
erected until the p«raon, firm or corporation shall 
have first submitted the site eele.ted therefor to 
theCoumy Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town purposes, and the said Commissioners 
shall have made • record of their approval of said 
site for such purpose, and shall have issued a per. 
mit authorizing such person, firm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse as herein 
provided, 


SEC 3. That any person violating any of tbe 


provisions of Ibis Ordinance is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not less 
than one hundred dollars, and not rnoro than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail of Wasune county not exceeding ninety days, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.
